There is no man, however in- 
sensible to the obligations of religion, 
that can fully satisfy his own mind or 
the minds of others, that the idea of a 
future world is a mere chimera. 
On 


the contrary, the possibility, and even 
the probability, of the truth of a man's 
eternal destiny, will, at certain seasons, 
force themselves upon the minds even 
of the most careless and profane. Yet, 
it is amazing to consider, with what 
ease and indifference multitudes of ibis 
description can glide down the stream 
of time under the awful uncertainly 
whether it will land them in the shades 
of annihilation, the realms of bliss, or 
the regions of eternal woe. 


Between us and these three periods, 


or states, says a celebrated French wri- 
ter, no barrier is interposed but life, the 
most brittle thing in all nature : and the 
happiness of heaven being certainly not 
designed for those who doubt whethei 
they have an immortal part to enjoy it. 
such persons have nothing left but the 
miserable chance of annihilation, or o 
hell. There is not any reflection whicl 
can have more reality than this,as there 
is none which has greater terror.

They know 
well that their characters are proof a- 
gainst the attacks of such slanderers, 
but they also know that he who deba- 
ses the public press, or any branch of it, 
inflicts a positive evil upon his country, 
and deserves to be discountenanced by 
every honest citizen. 


The people have more to do in sha- 


ping the character of the public press, 
than many are aware. 
It is a thing 


which lives upon popular sentiment.— 
If the people approve of public scandal 
and personal abuse as the legitimate 
objects of newspaper editing, there will 
not be wanting men who are base e- 
nough to cater for their appetites.

on the other hand they demand that the 
press shall be kept pure,—that its tone 
shall be elevated and gentlemanly,— 
that it shall be made ihe vehicle of hon- 
est opinions and facts,and not degraded 
to the purposes of malevolence—-such 
will be its ch trader, for such it will be 
the interest of publishers to make it.

south-western Indians in the enjoyment 
of their rights of territory and self-gov- 
ernment, and that the wilful neglect of 
the President to execute Ural duty is a 
nullification, by his individual authori- 
ty, of those laws and treaties, danger- 
ous in precedent and practice, and in 
positive violation of his solemn obliga- 
tions. 


8. Resolved. That the recalling of our 


foreign ministers and sending of others 
in their stead, upon the obvious ground 
that they had been active and zealous 
partisans of the President, in the late 
election, are unjustifiable upon princi- 
ple, or the former constant usage of the 
Government, and have been the occa- 
sion of a wasteful and extravagant ex- 
penditure of the public money, and in 
some instances of a degradation oi the 
national character. 


9. Resolved, That after the rejection 


in a full senate, of persons nominated to 
office by the President, to nominate the 
same persons in the absence of some of 
the members who had voted against 
them, and thus to procure the confir- 
mation of their appointments, is derog- 
atory to the character arid fair conduct 
both of the President and Senate. 


10. Resolved, That the claim of the 


State of South Carolina of a right to 
nullify by her individual will the laws of 
the United States, is an absurd preten- 
sion, destitute of reason or principle, 
and that this convention cannot but re- 
gret that the State of South Carolina 
has received countenance in that pre- 
tension by the support which the Pres- 
ident has given to a similar pretension 
of the State of Georgia, to nullify the 
laws and treaties of the United States, 
which relate to the south-western Indi- 
ans ; by the disregard which he threat- 
ens of the obligations of those laws and 
treaties, and by the confidence and 
friendship which he extends to some of 
the principle advocates and propagators 
of the South Carolina heresy.

meet the expenses rendered necessary 
by the levy. 
These facts have been 


made known by the Ministers them- 
selves. 


The Paris National says — 'A letter 


from the interior of Russia, dated Nov 
10th, confirms what has been already 
announced respecting the march of the 
Russian army towards the frontiers. — 
The manner in which this letter is ex- 
pressed leaves no doubt that the move- 
ment is the consequence of a precon- 
certed plan between the Cabinets of St.

HORRIBLE! 


We have this week to record one of the 


most horrible crimes that have ever clarkfn- 
ed our column?; and one, which humanity 
would fain hope might prove exaggerated. 


On Wednesday night last, the dwelling-- 


house of Mr. Newey, in Karnaugh's valley, 
was burnt bv lire, together with all its unfor- 
tunate inmates. Mr. Newey, his wife, and 
two children, Mr. Tressler, (father of Mrs. 
.Newey) and abound boy—six in number i— 
Mrs. Newey was also far advanced in preg- 
nancy ! 


Some of the neighbor? having discovered the 


light, hastened to the spot; and although the 
house was so much on fire, as to prevent their 
entrance, a most horrid spectacle was fully 
exposed to their view. 
Mr. Newey was ly- 


ing upon the floor dead, with his rifle under 
him, and a large hole in the side of his head : 
Mr. Tresslcr,and the bound boy, were also ly- 
ing dead in different parts of the lower fioor; 
Mrs. Newey was in her bed, which, with the 
garments she wore, was completely saturated 
with blood ! The two children were also 
dead in their bed. 
The bodies of all were 


soon consumed by the raging flames, with the 
exception of that of Mrs. Newey, part of 
which the falling of the wall, and the quanti- 
ty of blood, prevented from being entirely 
consumed. Two stabs were discovered in 
her body; audit is stated, the sculls of all 
were cleft.

intimate alliance between France and 
Great Britain.
